Mr. Dodds stated at the outset that 
lie had iienrd of a man who, after 
or.Iy in-f rnonUis In a. hank, had ad- 
dressed a meeting on the subjccl. He 
himselt had had a sreat deal of ex- 
T>erlonc,'e, whlc^i had only sufficed to 
L^-onvlnce him that the longer one 
|itked .. in a bank, the better on« 
^T^aïizcd that no t>n« could ever learn 
cvcrj'thing about iL He then told a 
Ktorj- about a t>oy who thoupht that 
till l^ondoncrs were stupid, because 
lie read in his gcosraplty book that 
"the popu:at!on of London is very 
densfc" 'Ho himself was bora in 
London and so could use this as an 
«SCUSC,"' he remarked.

Professor Arthur Eve, head of the 
Department of Physics, delivered a 
most interesting and entertaining 
lecture entitled, "Flight and Flying,'' 
before % capacity audience at the 
Mechanics Institute last night. 

"Canada's size has shaped the d«- 
velopment of Its aviation," said Pro- 
fessor Eve, "With vast forests it is 
uatuinl to uso airplanes for forest 
protection; over great distances it is 
distinctly advantageous to employ 
pianos to speed up the malls: exten- 
sive prospecting Is made possible by 
tlio u?'» of aircraft: and IsLst bu; not 
least, unexplored regions may be 
mapped and o'.d maps corrected by 
means of aerial photography. 

Professor Evo stated that as re- 
cently as ISSG ho personally heard so 
eminent a scientist aa Lord Kelvin 
declare that flight was Impossibio. 
Hudson Maxim Inventor of the ma- 
chine gun contrived a machino that 
would fly, but said that it would in- 
evitably crash on attempting to land.

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Disarmament and Peace 

MUCH enthusiasm and optimism haA'C 
frreotcd Mie meelinff of the Great 
PoAvers in London for the reduction of 
na\-a.l armaments. Without being unduly 
pessimistic, one is forced to question 
whether this display of feeling is well- 
ïounded. To the majority, the terms "Dis- 
armament" and "Poacc"' are synonymous, 
and i.he present gathering of nations re- 

• presents a great step toAvard international 
goodAvill and the outlaAvry of Avav. This 
concept is not Avilhout its fallacies. 

Although the Disarmament Conference 
in London shOAA-s both in spirit and in 
method a distinct advance over any of its 
predecessors, yet it cannot be too strongly 
urged that the reduction of arms is not a 
true advancement toAA-ard Avorld peace. 

The creation and maintenance of 
gi'eat miliiary foi'ces by the present-day 
■ state is merely the OA'er manifestation of 
the underlying causes Avhich have always 
led to Avar. Any attempt to remove an evil 
- by destroying its surface evidence is 

• doomed to failure. The War of 1914 was 
not brought about by the existence of 
large armies and navies, but by the actu- 
ating forces^^hich called them into being. 

Disarmament by agreement also 
raises complications AA'hich cause <5ne to 
doubt its adequacy as a method for the 
promotion of peace. Although, to some 
degree, a conference such as the one noAV 
in session, strengthens the feeling of inter- 
nationalism, yet in many Avays it is in- 
imical to the very purpose for Avhich it is 
formed. The fear of secret alliances and 
•the lack of considération for the special 
leeds of one or more of the countries in- 
.'olved, coupled Avith the friction arising 
from the technicalities and the basis of 

• disarmament causes much national ill-feel- 
"'diig and jealousy. 

It must be reiterated that' there can 
be no genuine limitation 6f armaments, no 
real outlawry of war, until the causes of 
international disputes arii removed. As 
long as territory i.s unjustly held, as long 
as minorities are mistreated, as long as 
tariff barriers obstruct essential trade, 
nations will not feel secure. So 'long as 
they feel insecure, they Avill not surrender 
their weapons of defence. In the past few 
yçans, the United States _and the League 
of Nations have attcmptecl to bring about 
{irmament agreements. Except lor . the 
iimited success of the Washington Con- 
ference, all these efforts have failed. Only 
\vhen the major causes of war are removed 
and machinery for the pacific settlement 
of disputes has been established will the 
armament question be solved. And then it 
will solve itself .

VITAMIN THERAPY 

. Mr. J. G. McKenna Speaks at 
Pharmaceutical Society 



"Vitamin* and tlicSr i-clniloii to 
vitamin ihcraiij ' w.is iho subject of 
nn mldrcss Riven lo llic Vliarma- 
ccntlca) Society last Tuesday iiiclit. 

W. J. McKenna 
of A prominent looal pliarmacoutlcal

Interest in ' vitamins has increnseJ 
greatly in the v.ipt few years, the 
spoaJiCT saiJ, r.s a rcsiiU o[ the valu- 
nblc roFcarch ^^■ork ;hat h.ia Dcen 
carried on. That there Avcre eiioli 
thing* as vitamins was known Ion's 
aSTO, the snbstanc* being thought an 
amine that . sustained life, f'vlta 
amino,'' shortened to \itamln. 

There are seven known vllamln». 
the speaker wen', on, two of which 
Tia.ve been dlscc\-crefl recently. The 
first, or Vitamin A, is found in Cod 
Xiiver Oil, etc. and is known to in- 
creace gro^rth and prevent infection 
The .V vitamin has been separated 
from the oil by a special pr»cess. It 
has been found iiKt-ti;! in onses of 
puerpural septioaemia. A';t»min 15 
is also found In the oil. 

The second, or vitamin 1Î. is an an- 
llneurltio vitamin and is obtaine\\ 
trom the husks of p.iMK'ned rice. The. 
lack oC this vitamin In birds has 
been found to cause a par.alysis of 
the wings but five hours after vitamin 
B waa administered th« birds re- 
covered the use of their wings. \M- 
tamln B also contains another rac- 
^or called the antlpellagra factor 
wiilch has now been deslgnatcU VI- 

," yitt^^S^feas heen known as the 
i^g^iitoacorbutlo vitamin and Is used to 
■ont acurxT. H is found In le- 
ions'and In members oC the Citrous 
Camily. 

Vitamin D. lound 5n conjunction 
with vitamin A in cod-Uver oil Is 
UMd to prevent rickets. It controls 
tha CaJcIum Phosphorous balance In 
the body. It Is found, also. In a very 
concentrated form in irradiated cr- 
BOBterol. This substance Is the pre- 
vionily discarded oil, left after the 
manufacture of extract of Ergot, 
which has been oacposed to ultra- vio- 
let light rays. It has now been found 
in yeast and can b« purified and Ir- 
radiated in the same fashion. The 
•peaker stre.esed the point that many 
- hysldans regard this as merely a 
.{ilcasant form of taking cod-liver oil. 
This is only half true as it contains 
no . vitamin A and Is therefore not a 
miBtitute for this. Taken in too large 
doses this irradiated crgosterol causes 
calclfioation of the media of the ar- 
teries of the liody. It dosage, there- 
fore must be very carefully super- 
vlaed, eapeclally In infanta. 

"^pstamln E ie found in the germ of 
«Oieàt and It is obtained hy a special 
preceM. It is an antitrterlUty agent.

Tho at- 
mosphere of the îioms exorcises n 
very iKneficlal influence on a man 
and the couipanionslilp of a wife 
means a great deal. Kverybno hna a 
sort Of contempt for a bachelor, ns 
for a man who is shrinking his dutj-. 
And, contrarj' to the statement of the 
affirmative, a wifo and children act 
as a stimulus to a man's efforts, 
rather than a drawback. 

After a two minute rebuttal by 
Doody, t;» judges awarded the de- 
cision to tho .affirmative. 

J. M. Mclniyro and H. P. Lyon 
were victorious upholding the nega- 
tive side of the debate "Resolved 
That Explorations to the NorUi and 
SoUtli Poles are of Benefit to Clvili- 
zation'" against S. Janikun and J. 
Ilarkness, this being the second de- 
bate of tho afternoon. 

Jajjikun led off by saying tliat most 
people had à very tiazy Idea of the 
number ànd value of the Polar expe- 
ditions. He then proceeded to give a 
comprehensive of all the polar expc- 
diuon» from ttnci«nt times to the 
pne»ent day, and ended tip wltli say- 
ing that these expbdillons had been 
of Immeaaurabte value In getting data 
on the Nortli American continent. 

Mclntyre. leader of tho negative. 
Elated that the previous speaker had 
ignored the South Pole entirely. If 
there li any minerai wèaith In the re- 
gion c£ the Poles, especially,, the 
South Pole since the North I^ole Is 
In the midst of the sea. It Is useless, 
because It would be impossible to 
mine, and concentrate it, and ship It 
for amelting, and It is very easy to 
get lost In the icy wastes. Tîie ex- 
9vm% that would be Involved would 
be beyond all human comprehension 
l^ecauee a great deal of ico engineer- 
ing would be necessary. Furthermore 
it would be Impossible to build rail- 
roads in those regions, for who ever 
heard of building a railroad on a 
glacier? Even airplanes are Imprac- 
tical In view of the difficulty of find- 
ing a safe landing place and airships 
are beyond all consideration on ac- 
count of the terrific wind storms ex- 
perienced In those regions. The Polar 
expeditions have done not'ilne but 
make beroee of a few men and mar- 
tyrs of a good many more. 

Southern Ice-Cap May Break 
Ifarknessrsi'eaklng for the affirma- 
tive, informed his hearers that ^icnco 
had brought the Poles nearer. The 
natural increaae makes man look for 
more room, and what Is more natur- 
al tCiah'to spread towai'ds the Poles? 
A thorough knowledge of the Arctic 
regions enables scientists to maite 
occurato cliecics un ilio coniputi;, hcljia 
them to understand the ualuro of cy- 
clonic disturbances aijid furnlshea 
tlicm with jliucli more useful and In- 
teresting data. All this Information 
>v1ll be of Incalculable benefit to tlic 
^)uman race even if a few lives are 
iOKl obla.ining it. Byrd Js not, as 11:-- 
negative supposed looki/ig for gold. 
All example of tho usefulness :of audi 
an expedition is this: scientists have 
oalculated tliat the ice-cap of South 
P^le,ji,dUje.,tO eaj'tli-quaUeu and otlicr 
disturb'ôîioea n)ight very po.siiiljiy slip 
into I lie sca,i thereby ruiaint; tho level 
uf live oceans aboiil thirty feet. If they 
could foretell accurately when such 
an event was likely to happen, Ihous- 
oiida of lives would be saved. 

Lyon, last speaker of tho negative, 
stressed tho importance of money In 
tlioao days. Wiiero there ara mines, 
.here uro men, and wlicrc there are 
mon there are women. Now, 
for instance. If coal were 
found In U.iosu out-of-way 
places, it woujd all be niicdpd to'^ 
warm the homes of those living In I'.ie 
milling canipa. If they did not dla- 
covcr it, It would bo nuceseary to 
tiunaport it all tho way tî) llicin; 
ïlien very heavy ^ow would make 
any operationa most difficult, in the 
Arctic l'egiçn^, too, tlicro Is nlgUt for 
six months and lighting would bo a 
great expense. Tlio ro.'jl of tho tliiu; 
Ihc^o ai\} hIiKzarda npd niany oilier 
a9ao»*t«d kinds of weather, bc.ildcs 
Polnr hears, and what not. Tho wo- 
men of these camiKi Svpu/d itao nil the 
sfiiil-aWns for their owp lis$ and then 
t'ley would l>e nil Bcajed'up, indeed,

Jnsuianee premiums . muct always 
Iw paid legtdarly In cash, and fixed 
aHBota niusl not lhér<:;i.>;o tho exiienso 
of liquid, bccnUBO it i^ nUvaya inoBt 
difficiilt to gut. rid of buildings ivlicn 
ono desires to do so very much. linl- 
anccd sheets must bo audited by rc- 
ll.ibla chartered accountants; guar- 
ainteGiI or cndorAed bills must be 
treated warily, bcc.iuse guarantors 
never pay up willingly. 

Tho bank must aeo tliat tho owner 
of a business knQws, his, job, and 
must take caro that tho turnover 1;i 
sufficient to pay decent 'salaries, paiy 
all expenses and leave a profit.
